A communication from J. JD. 
Robertson, Deputy Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, was read, advising the 
coungil the amount of income grant 
available would be $1594 00 to be 
earned on a 50-50 basis as last year, 
to be used for improvement or con- 
struction of either district highway 
or local roads, and that the total 
capital appropriation for con- 
struction of district highways in the 
province this year is approximately 
the same as last and that the dis- 
tribution of same will be made early 
in May. 

The secretary reported that the 
Dept. of Public Works has decided 
to construct four new bridges in 
Westerdale Municipality this year, 
two on the Rosebud east and north 
sec. 85-31-2-5, are already com- 
pleted and will be open for traffic as 
soon as the approaches can be filled 
in. One to be built on the Rosebud 
north of sec. 10-32-2-5, and one on 
Eagle Creek south of sec. 29-33-4-5. 
The bridge on the Dog Pond north 
of sec. 3-31-8-5 is now closed to 
traffic, and new abutments are 


being made and the steel will be 
moved as soon as coinpleted.

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Agriculture In The West | 
Now Are Vitally Aguresstual 


Prof. W. W. Swanson, M.A., Ph.D., 
Professor of economics at the Uni- | 
versity of Saskatchewan, addressed | 
members of the Canadian Club at a 
luncheon in Regina recently. Dr. 
Swanson took as his subject, ‘Wheat 
and Changing Agriculture.” 

“I think we should think less of | 
our cherished principles as to how 
we can organize the life of the 
world on a co-operative basis and 
come back to hard realities,” Dr. 
Swanson declared. He suggested the 
establishment of a wheat council or 
body composed of men representing 
the private individual as well as 
members of the Wheat Pool to deter- 
mine a selling policy which would 
give the farmers the greatest net re- 
turns for what they produced from 
the soil. 

“It is the duty of all of us to at- 
tempt to strengthen and maintain! 
the morale of the Wheat Pool, to get 
the farmers behind this selling agen- | 
cy, because if it shotild collapse at 
this time, it would be fatal to the 
economic life of the west,” he con- 
tinued. 

Describing wheat as the life-blood 
of commerce, the plasma of society, 
Dr. Swanson deplored the tactics of | 
pessimists who were destroying the | 
morale of the cuntry rather than 
attempting to build up the strength 
of the faith of the community in 
wheat possibilities. 

“I believe it is a good deal more 
important to explore all avenues of 
co-operation in our own country be- 
fore we turn to the foreigner,” Dr. 
Swanson remarked in stressing the 
importance of securing the best 
business bra‘ns and abilities to be) 
placed at the disposal of the farm- 
ing community.” 

The problems confronting agricul- 
ture in the west today were vitally 
aggressive, according to Dr. Swan- 
son. A profound change had come 
over the texture of economic life, due 
to the introduction of power on the 
farms, the mechanization of the 
farms and the spread>of the “city 
point of view" and the urbanization 
of the country. 


“The agriculturist faces a battle | 
today in which every ounce of 
courage, energy and morale is re- 
quired to achieve  success,"’ Dr. 
Swanson pointed out. 


The fundamental effect on market- | 
ing in Canada of what occurs in the | 
wheat markets of the United States | 
was cutlined by Dr. Swanson, who | 
saw in the artificially built up co- 
operatives of that country the crea- | 
tion of a wheat surplus in that re-.| 
public which, in turn, would affect 
the Canadian markets. ! 


“Never under any circumstances 
can we avoid the factors of demand 
and supply. Problems we face in 
Canada are only part of a world- 
wide problem,’ Dr. Swanson assert- 
ed. “We must analyse the factors of 
demand and supply so that we can 
build up a marketing structure of , 
stone and iron rather than straw.” 


Pleading that a bond of sympathy 
be established and strengthened he- 
tween the men of the soil and the 
city-bred, Dr. Swanson a!t> urged! 
the maintenance of a rural point of 
view. “Our wishes, our hearts and 
our hopes are bound up in the rural! 
point of view. If we lose this vision, 


we lose all that the pioneers of this 
west have built up.”

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FIRST FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 
Issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Province of Alberta, 
April 26, 1930 


Telegraphic reports received by the 
Department of Agriculture indicate 
that in the southern part of the prov- 
ince from 40 to 75 per cent of wheat 
is sown. Over all of the southern 
area moisture is sufficient for germin- 
ation and over a large part is abun- 
dant. In the central sections of the 
province reports indicate seeding of 
wheat to be from 35 to 75 per cent 
completed with sufficient moisture for 
germination but no reserve, Most of 
this area has received some moisture 
during the month of April and on 
April 24 and 25, snow and rain fell 
over a large area of the eastern part 
of the province, 

In the Peace River district, heavy 
rains north and south of the Peace 
on April 24 have delayed seeding for 
several days. Very little grain has 
been sown north of the Peace, while 
to the south more than half of the 
area has been seeded. It is estimated 
that there is an increased crop area 
in this district of 25 per cent and 
that moisture conditions are the best 
in twenty years, 

There is not likely to be much de- 
crease in the acreage sown to wheat 
throughout the province. There will 
be, however, an increase in the acre- 
age of coarse grains making a con- 
siderable increase in the total acre- 
age sown, The small acreage of win- 
ter wheat sown has suffered severely 
from winter killing. 

Live stock is reported to have come 
through the winter in fair condition.

CALGARY POWER COMPANY 
LINES 


(President Gaherty at Montreal) 

Late in the year an interchange 
contract was entered into by the City 
of Edmonton for power involving the 
construction .of a 132,000 volt trans- 
mission line from the Ghost plant to 
Edmonton. This line, 180 -miles in 
length, is now nearing completion, 
and is expected to be in operation 
early in May. In addition to proving 
an outlet for power to Edmonton, this 
line will make hydro-electric power 
available for the northern part of the 
Company’s system, now being sup- 
plied by isolated steam plants or by 
power purchased, 

The policy of extension of the Com- 
pany’s system into the rural sections 
of Alberta, instituted in 1926, 
continued during the past year. 
Company now has in operation or 
nearing completion a total of 1,695 
miles of transmission line, of which 
180 miles is 182,000-volt line, 400 
miles is 66,000-volt line, and the bal- 
ance is 18,000-volt line. Upon com- 
pletion of the Edmonton line, the 
Company will be serving, either 
wholly or in part, five out of six cities 
in the province, and 180 other com- 
munities.

WHEAT—WHAT IS IT? 
(Exchange) 

Wheat is the seed that is planted 
and grown to keep the producer broke 
and the buyer crazy.

After a few 
days’ deliberation, he wired his in- 
terest to this effect: ‘Some think it 
will come down and some think it 
will go up. Ido, too. Whatever you 
do will be wrong. Act at once.”

BRIEFLY TOLD 


The proposal to build five steamers | 
of 7,000 tons each, for the carriage 
of coal from Britain to Canada, has 
been dropped for the time being in 
view of changed shipping conditions.

Better feed oats and barley is as- 
sured by the new regulations of the 
seed branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which require 
a more careful climination of weed 
seeds. Under these new regulations, 
while wild oats and other grains pres- 
ent are taken into consideration, the 
quality of the grain itself now main- 
ly determines the grade. 

In the past there have been fre- 


quent complaints, especially from the | 


eastern feeders, of the excess of 
weed seeds contained in feed grain 
from the west. Under the grain in- 


spection practices now in force even | 


the lowest grades of feed oats and 
barley may have not.more than 3 
per cent. of weed seeds. 

With this new system of inspec- 


tion in operation, eastern feeders | 


will be able to buy oats and feed bar- 
ley on certificate, and with much 
greater assurance as to the cleanli- 
ness and quality of the grain so pur- 
chased,

AVOID IMITATIONS 


More Funds Required To Finance Big 
Meeting To Be Held In Winnipeg 


The committee of medical men in 
Winnipeg who are in charge of the 
arrangements for the meeting of the 
British Medical Association in that 
city next summer, have requested 
Manitoba members of parliament, 
particularly Dr. J. P. Howden, of St. 
Boniface, to ask the Federal Govern- 
ment for more financial assistance. 

The meeting of the British Medical 
Association will be an event of his- 
toric importance. It is 24 years since 
the association met in Canada, the 
last occasion being in 1906 when the 
meeting took place in Toronto. 

It is estimated that the cost of 
looking after the delegates, providing 
entertainment for them ang suitable 
accommodation for their sessions, will 
be $60,000. It is understood here 
that this does not cover the expenses 
of the delegates in any way, shape 
or form. Each delegate will come 
|from Great Britain at his own ex- 
pense, 

So far the Federal Government has 

agreed to give $20,000 to the com- 
| mittee. It is believed that the pro- 
| vincial government of Manitoba is 
| giving $10,000. And the city of Win- 
| nipeg $10,000. This still leaves $20,- 
000 to be found. The Canadian Meid- 
ical fraternity are subscribing pri- 
vately to a fund to be used for the 
| meeting, but it is thought that in or- 
der to make the event certain of suc- 
cess a further Federal grant is desir- 
, able. Dr. Howden, probably will ask 
|for a supplementary vote of from 
$5,000 to $10,000.

Relentless Campaign To Be Carried 


On This Year By Government 
Entomologists 


While the Five Power Conference 


|is in session in London considering 
| ways and means for promoting world 
peace, active preparations are under | 


way in. Canada for launching an- 
other war with relentless fury. Mil- 


lions of casualties will result from | 
| this war, which is timed to start 
| sometime next May. 


Every year Canadian Government 
entomologists declare war on the in- 
sect pests that, unless checked, would 
work incalculable damage to trees, 
plants and crops. 

The scenes of battles extend 
throughout Canada and no quarter is 
given by the scientists in the fight. 
It is a war in which all international 
pacts and treaties are ignored and 
one in which poisonous gases and 
lethal powders are used generously. 
This year the entomologists have 
planned intensive campaigns against 
grasshoppers, the wheat stem sawfly, 
wireworms, the pale western cut- 
worm and his ally the red-backed 
cutworm, the bertha armyworm, the 
early cutworm, the Colorado potato 
beetle, the imported cabbage butter- 
fly, and the root maggot. They also 
have a special organization to attack 
the forest pests, lxcluding the aphids 
ou maple, willow and elm, the spruce 
spidermilt, the forest tent caterpillar

Produces Artificial Fever 


Scientist Tells Of Possibilities Of 
New Discovery 

Discovery of a new short length 
wave, that may easily be developed 
into a death ray, but also may have 
great curative properties, was an- 
nounced, at Philadelphia, by E. L. 
Manning, of the General Electric 
Company’s research laboratories. 

Speaking before the Engineers’ 
Club of Philadelphia, Mr. Manning 
| said: 

“We have learned to build vacuum 
tubes which will broadcast such a 
short length wave that people in the 
neighborhood will have their blood 
temperatures raised. This means 
that we can produce artificial fever 
and hold it under control, within any 
| limits we choose.” 

Manning stated that if natural 
fever was “an attempt on the part 
| of the body to kill off bacteria that 
attack it, as is believed, this new 
discovery may prove of startling 
value in the treatment of disease.” 

The ray, Manning said, could eas- 
ily be used to induce such a high 
fever in human beings that it would 
result in death. 

“We are experimenting with rab- 
bits and rats,” said Mr. Manning, 
“and the results are most encourag- 
ing. Diseases corresponding to 
those of humans appear to have been 
eliminated by these artificial fevers,’’ 
he said.
